A single slap in the face is not sufficient

“But the 
single act of roughness in temper is not @ 
ground for divorce, and when forgiveness 
and reconciliation are sought they ought 
to be anted. 

“It © ealy when the indignities are of 
auch a character and so long continued as 
to render the condition of the suftering 
party intolerable that the law makes them 
a ground for divorce.”

MURDERED IN LODGING HOUSE 


JOHN FARRELL’S CLOTHING 
SPOTTED WITH BLOOD. 


Mrs. Mary Leach Heard a Scuffie in 
the Room Where Farrell and the 
Aged Victim Slept. 


John Bonner, a riverman, 60 years old, 
was brutally murdered in a room in the O. 
K. House, a hotel at the corner of Franklin 
avenue and the Levee, early Sunday morn- 
ing. When his body was discovered his 
head and face had been beaten almost be- 
yond recognition. 

John Farrell, 58 years old: Charles Wil- 
son, 60 years old; Annie Bell, 35 years old, 
and Rose McGee, 40 years old, were ar- 
rested, pending@n investigation of the af- 
fair, and locked up in the Fourth district 
police station. 

The police have a heavy stone cup, cov- 


ered with blood, found in Bonner’s room, 
a broken blood-stained lamp and a blood- 
Stained handkerchief. The cup was found 
under the lounge in Bonner's room. on 
which Wilson slept Saturday night, and the 
handkerchief under the bench in the cell 
in which he was confined in the Fourth 
district station. The lamp was found in 
the room occupied by Wilson, across the 
hall from that in which Bonner was mur- 
dered. The woodwork in Bonner’s room 
was covered with bloody finger marks and

John Farrell came to St Louis F 
from Cairo. He met Bonner and Wie 
in the bar of the O. K. House Saturday 
evening. After drinking at the bar for 
awhile the three went up to Bonner’s room 
About 8 o’clock Sunday morning the police 
were notified that Bonner had been mur- 
dered and arrested Farrell and Wilson, and 
later arrested Annie Bell of 712 Carr street 
and Rowe McGee at 516 South Second street. 
When arrested all four admitted being at 
the O. K. House Sunday morning. 

When taken to the police station blood 
Stains were fcund on Farrell's undershirt. 
When asked how the blood came there he 
became reticent and sullen. Before that 
he had talked about the meeting with Bon- 
ner and Wilson with apparent frankness 
saving that while he had been with Bonner 
Saturday night and had s! in his room 
he did not know the cause of his death.

THREE OF THE GUARDS SHOT 


TWO MILITIA COMPANIES PA- 
TROLING ENTIRE DISTRICT. 


Battle Was Waged From Behind Bar- 
ricades for an Hour and a Half 
and 1000 Shots Fired in 
Hopkins County, Ky. 


MADISONVILLE, Ky., Nov. 18.-—In a 
battle which occurred Sunday afternoon 
between striking miners and mine 
guards, James H. Smith, negro atrik- 
er, is. dead; George Crouch, another striker, 
is fatally wounded, while John West, Hut 
Dawson and Nathan Bush, all guards, are 
wounded, but none of them dangerously. 


The trouble occurred at the mines of the 
Providence Coal Co., 17 miles from here, 
and an attack began about 4:30 o’clock. The 
attacking’ party, some 75 or 30 strong, first 
fired on the engine nouse, and then in a 
few minutes the company’s stables were 
surrounded. A horse and a mule were killed 
and several other animals disabled. 

By this time the guards were becoming 


active, and the attackers formed in a sem!- 
circle over the brow of the hill. From there 
they poured a well-directed fire upon the 
houses occupied by the nonunion employes 
and their families. Mén aroused by. the 
crash of bullets rushed to small timber 
piles, arranged for use in such an emer- 
ency, ad from bé@hind these returned the 
re. 

The attacking party, while sending vo!l- 
ley after volley into this quarter, kept up 
& steady fire on the tipple, engine room, 
stable and other buildings of the compan), 
while the guards for their part were doing 
effective work. 

The battle raged for almost an hour and 
a half, when the assailants withdrew, leav- 
ing Smith dedd and Crouch shot through 
and through on the field. 

Following the battle at the Providence 
mine there were other riots at other Ken- 
tucky mines. An attack was made on the 
nine guards at the Monarch mines. 

There is a report today that two wounded 
men were taken to Morgantown and one 
to Sabree and that they are all dead, hav- 
ing been shot while attacking the mines. 
This report lacks verification, though it is 
believed that the men who made the at- 
tack suffered very greatly from the fight. 

In the battle of yesterday morning at 
least 1000 shots were fired. 

Early today a portion of the Madisonville 
company and some of the Hopkinsville com- 
pany went to Providence. The men are 
under command of Capt. Thomas. The 
town is now under guard by the soldiers,

After keeping him ill for 
a few days some fatal ous. chloroform, 
might be used, and the inference rob- 
ably would be that Goodman, a friend- 
less man, without money, having letters 
in his cket from his wife, in one of 
which she begged him not to kill himself, 
had killed himself or succumbed to: heart 
failure, superinduced by illness. Goodman 
Was just the subject for a plan of this na- 
ture.

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Noted Caricaturist Doles Out 
Humorous Gems That Will 
Drive Dull Care Away.

Miss Kate Carew, the noted caricaturist, 
who went abroad six months ago to seek 
new sources of amusement and enlighten- 
ment for Post-Dispatch readers, has re- 
turned to America. 

Her mind is replete with fresh recoliec- 
tions of national and international celebri- 


ties who abide in London and on the con- 
tinent, and Miss Zona Gale has drawn them 


forth and set them down in her own charm- 
ing. way. 

The women readers of the Post-Dispatch, 
as well as the men, will read with great in- 
terest Miss Carew’s description of the inde- 
pendent, if not ectentric, being that con- 
stitutes a London woman of fashion. 

There is no denying that when a woman 
caricaturist goes to Europe a-caricaturing 
she sees more national ruffles and wrin- 
kles and ripples than a man. 

At least Miss Kate Carew did. She has 
been abroad six months caricaturing as- 
sorted men and women and others—diplo- 
mats and dancers and foreign powers and 


her progress through England and the con- 
tinent is one whose possibilities I guessed 
when I saw the monk in her picture of 
Liane de Pougy's adorable little left foot. 

Miss Carew has benedictine-co'ored eyes 
and, instead of being tall and triumphant 
and very brunette, Iike her signature, she 
is little and blond. I never saw a less blond 
signature than her, nor a less silent one, 
and yet her hair is nearly yellow. 

“He was lounging on a divan in a line 
of duchesses and. things,’’ she said earnest- 
ly when she told about Winston Churchill 
at Stafford House, and her naivete made 
me believe she had a device of being ador- 
ably shy.

But when I had asked about the looks of 
half the lights and shades of London and 
Paris I saw that she had no device ex- 
cepting her art, and if she seems shy she is 
shy. I mention this because the line under 
her signature is so haughty and self- 
supporting that it is interesting to know 
she is not brave. 

“Does Winston Churchill really believe 
he used to be an Angora cat?’ I asked 
her, curiously. ‘‘Somebody said he thought 
he had been.’”’ 

“You can't tell by looking at him,’ she 
said. “But at the charity fete at Staf- 
ford House he sat talking with Lady Helen 
Stuart, to whom everybody thought he was

‘He has no carriage, no bearing, no man- 
ner.

400,000 TOP COATS 


OVERCOAT MANUFACTURERS ARE 
SWAMPED WITH ORDERS. 


NEW YORK BADLY ECLIPSED 


The Demand Is Indicative of a Re- 
markable Degree of Prosper- 
ity in the West. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Four hundred thou- 
sand winter overcoats of high grade have 
been turned ou by the wholesale clothing 
houses of Chicago in the past two months, 
and every garment was sold before the 
cloth from which it was made had been 
received from the mills. 

The present season's output has not only 
been unprecedented in the history of the 
city, but it puts Chicago far above New 
York as a clothing market and makes it the 
leading overcoat center of the world. 


Over a million people outside of Chicago 
will be kept warm this winter with over- 
coats made here auring the present season, 

In the last two weeks two of the leading 
establishments have put out 56,000 garments 
and both are at a standstill because they 
find it impossible to get orders for cloth 
filled by the mills as fast as their cus- 
tomers demand the finished product, 

A canvass of the wholesale district dis- 


closed the fact that no more remarkable 
| proof of the 


prosperity of the nation ever 
has appeared than is shown by the books of 
these clothing houses. All show the same 
conditions and every establishment is s0 
swamped with orders that the mills are 
seriously taxed, though running to their 
full capacity night and day. 

All the manufacturers, warned by the 
stories brought into headquarters by their 
traveling men, stocked up at the beginning 
of the season with from 9 to # per cent 
more overcoats than they ever carried in 
advance of orders before. So large was 
this excess in some cases that heads of 
establishments began to fear that the prob- 
able winter business had been overestimat- 
ed, but six weeks after the ord n 
to arrive there was not a coat left In stock. 
Ever since then it has been a scramble to 
serve customers.

SHEEP BONE PUT 


N MANS ARM 


NOVEL OPERATION IN A PHILA- 


DELPHIA HOSPITAL 


DELICATE SURGERY REQUIRED. 


Crushed Humerus Was Removed and 
Its Place Supplied by the 
Femur of a Sheep. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 18.—-A re- 
markable surgical operation, which, if suc- 
cessful, may make a new epoch in the 
treatment of fractured bones, has just been 
performed by Dr. James A. Kelly of Bt. 
Mary’s Hospital. The crushed humerus, or 
bone of the upper arm, was removed from 


a patient and its place-supplied by the fe- 
mur, or thigh bone, of a sheep. 

James Loughlin, 2 laborer at Neafle & 
Levy's shipyard, was taken to the hospital 
late on Saturday night. A heavy weight 
suspended from a crane had fallen upon 
him, as him to the earth and shatter- 
ing t bone’of his left arm. Amputation 
was decided upon, but the man objected 
energetically. 

Dr. Kelly conceived the idea of substitut- 
ing a bone from a sheep's leg for the frac- 
tured bone in Loughlin’s arm. 

As it was necessary to make sure the 
animal was in perfect health, a live sheep 
was sent for from a Manayunk errazer. 

Its femur was carefully dissected, but 
under the constant spray of a carbolic acid 
solution. 

—~ Loughlin was then brought onto the 
operating table. 

A long Incision from shoulder to elbow 
was firet made in the injured member, al! 
particles of the crushed bone and marrow 
were washed out, and ligatures, to pre- 
vent hemorrhage, were applied below the 
arm pit. In adjusting the femur to the 
cavity it was found to be about a half 
inch too long. 

Owing, however, to the necéssity of pre- 
serving the round ‘“baltl-and-socket"’ ends 
of the bone to fit Into the correspond- 
ing positions of the shoulder and elbow, 
no sawing-off of the sheep's limb was pos-

THE CRONIN LESSON 

The career and downfall of “Jim” Cronin as speaker of the 
House of Delegates, unimportant incidents of hoodlum politics 
in themrelves, are yet important and instructive viewed in 
their relations to the walfare of St. Louis and the cause of 
good government.

| BEAUTIFUL AMERICAN WOMAN 


'LONDON COURT IGNORES SUGGES- 
TION OF INSANITY. 


The Accused Is Miss Mary Josephine 
Eastwick of Philadelphia, Who 
Had Been Living High in 
England. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Migs Mary Josephine 
Eastwick, the young Philadelphia woman 
who was committed Oct. 1 in the Guildhall 
Police Court for trial at the Old Bailey on 
the charge of having forged a £100,000 rail- 
rqad certificate, and who on being arraigned 
pleaded guilty, was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey this morning to six months’ impris- 
onment as a second-class misdemeanant.

ST. GEORGE’S RECTOR DENOUNCES 
MARRIAGE OF DIVORCEES. 


WEALTHY NOT IMMUNE TO LAW 


Urges That Canon Permitting Reunion 
of Person Separated by Law 
Be Abolished. 


“Those whom God hath joined together, 
let no man put asunder,” was the text of a 
sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Robert A. 
Holland, rector of St. George's Episcopal 
Church, Sunday. It was a denunciation of 
the remarriage of divorced persons. The 
basis of Dr. Holland's discourse was the 
proposed canon prohibting under any cir- 
cumstances under the sanction of tho 
church the marriage of a divorcee while 
the partner in wedlock lives. This canon 
was before the Episcopal convention in 

n Francisco recently and almost passed. 

r. Holland said that the effort on the 
part of the clergy to pass the canon was 
a@ protest against divorce aimed at -fami- 
lies of wealth and position who had .made 
divorce fashionable. Among this aristocra- 
cy of wealth, many members of which be- 
longed to the eh A ge Church, a feeling 
had grown that wealth was immunity from 
rebuke. He cited the cases of the Vander- 
bilt-Belmont divorce and marriage, the As- 
tor and the Sloan divorces. There ig only 
one position upon which the — can 
stand consistently, said Dr. Holland, and 
that was to abolish the canon which per- 
mits the remarriage of a divorcee when 
the grounds of divorce were statutory, and 
to substitute one defeated in the San Fran- 


cisco convention. 
May Be Passed at 
Next Convention. 

It was Dr. Holland's opinion, that the 
defeated canon: would be passed by the 
next convention. “‘The sentiment in favor 
of it is rapidly growing,” said he. “It was 
defeated by a narrow margin. The House 
of Bishops and the clergy of the House of 
Delegates were for the new canon, which 
was defeated by thé lay delegates.

SUCCESSFUL TESTS MADE AT 


CLEAR PHOTOGRAPH TAKEN 


Prof. Gorham Extracted Enough Or- 
ganisms From Decayed Meat to 
Make a Picture. 


Special tothe Past-Dispatch. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 18.—A Brown 
University professor has extracted light 
from decayed meat. 4 

The man engaged in this attempt is Prof. 
Frederick P. Gorham of the biological de- 
partment,. He. has been occupied with his 
researches for some: time past and “ has 
thus far reached a point where he is able 
to take passe porterhouse steak and cause 
it to emit enough light for the taking of 
photographs. 

This is an achievement said to have 
never before been accomplished in the sci- 
entific world and hardly paralleled. 

But the decayed porterhouse is with the 
professor only a means to an end. In time 
he hopes to get along without the steak, 


although he finds it at present essential in 
his investigations. 

The subStance of the problem which is 
occupying Prof. Gorham's mind is the pro- 
duction of the greatest amount of light 
with the smallest of heat, and he hopes to 
accomplish this end by chemical means. 

Having set forth the problem, Prof. Gor- 
ham betho thimself that there is a kind 
of animal phosporescence which is; so far 
as known, entirely devoid of heat. This is 
the light observable in glowing summer 
seas, in fire flies, in decaying vegetation, or 
decaying flesh. Science has long known 
that the phosporescence of the seas. of 
wood and meat was from minute animal 
and vegetable organisms. He obtained a 
quantity. of these from a piece of decayed 
meat, which he transferred to test tubes 
containing gelatine. 

“The light these o roduce is 
from oxidation,’’ said Prof. Gorham, ‘just 
as the heat of our bodies is from oxida- 
tion. It is a chemical action. I have been

BELONGED TO A_ BROKER 


Thief Went Into Basement, Took Keys

PORTLAND. Ore., Nov. 18.—E. W. Low- 
enthal, a diamond broker of New York, ar- 
rived here Sunday evening and registered 
at the Portland Hotel.
